The question you present raises an issue of deep concern to Mees 


this Agencye Under the Law, Section 102¥ of the National Security 7 BO De Ft 
Act of 1947, "the Director of Central Intelligence shall 13 PCO 6 gE 
be responsible for protecting. intelligence sources and methods from 


unauthorized disclosures" In pursuance/ of that mandate as well as 
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to protect the integrity of its operations, the Agency is opposed 
to exposing its personnel to procedures which will uncover covert 
operations and disqualify valuable personnel. If,’in a given case, 
there is an over-riding governmental interest requiring such dis= 
closure, we assume that appropriate instructions will be issued to 
the Agency by those to whom we are responsible. In the absence of 
any such instructions it is our policy to oppose action which would 
have Ske consequences for the Agency indicatad ahovee
